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AS AGREED UPON WITH THE SECRETARY, I HAD AN EXTENSIVE DISCUSSION 
WITH U THANT THIS AFTERNOON LASTING ALMOST 1 1/2 HOURS. 

I GAVE HIM THE FULL ACCOUNT OF MARIGOLD, FOLLOWING THE TALKING 
PAPER GIVEN TO ME FOR THIS PURPOSE. IN INTRODUCING THE SUBJECT, 

I INDICATED THAT I WAS AWARE THAT THE SYG HAD RECEIVED INFORMATION 
FROM OTHER SOURCES ON THIS SUBJECT AND HE IMMEDIATELY CONFIRMED TO t 
THAT THE POLISH UN REPRESENTATIVE HAD GIVEN HIM AN EXTENSIVE ACCOUN' 
IN THE UTMOST CONFIDENCE. 


THE SECRETARY GENERAL FOLLOWED MY RECITAL WITH CLOSE INTEREST AND A 
THE CONCLUSION, I ASKED HIM FOR ANY COMMENTS OR OBSERVATIONS HE 
WOULD LIKE TO MAKE. HE SAID THAT THE ACCOUNT I GAVE HIM COINCIDED 
MANY RESPECTS WITH THE POLISH ACCOUNT BUT HE IMMEDIATELY OBSERVED 
THAT THE POLISH UN REP HAD STATED THAT IT WAS THE VIEW OF RAPACKI 
AND HIS GOVT THAT THE ESCALATION OF BOMBING BY THE US IN DECEMBER 
WAS RESPONSIBLE FOR DESTROYING THE CHANCE FOR PEACE TALKS WITH 
HANOI. I, IN TURN, IMMEDIATELY REBUTTED THIS CHARGE,- USING THE 
ARGUMENTS CONTAINED IN THE TALKING PAPER* I THEN EMPHASIZED TO THE 
SYG THAT WE VERY MUCH HAVE IN MIND THE CONTINUED POSSIBILITY OF 
CONSTRUCTIVE ACTION BY HIM AND THAT WE REMAINED ENTIRELY PREPARED 
FOR SECRET BILATERAL CONTACTS WITH HANOI. I ALSO STRESSED THAT WE 
HAVE MAINTAINED THE TIGHTEST SECURITY ON THE WHOLE PROJECT, 

AND URGED HIM IN THE STRONGEST' TERMS TO ACT IN THE.. SAME MANNER. 

SYG ASSURED ME THAT HE WOULD KEEP THIS IN CONFIDENCE AND I DO NOT 
BELIEVE THAT WE NEED BE CONCERNED ABOUT HIS MAKING A PUBLIC 
DISCLOSURE ABSENT ANY ADDITIONAL DRAMATIC EVENTS. 

SYG SAID THAT HE WOULD QUIETLY CONSIDER WHAT HE MIGHT DO TO BE 
HELPFUL IN REENFORCING OUR DESIRE FOR DIRECT BILATERAL CONTACTS 
WITH HANOI BUT THAT- HE WAS NOT YET PREPARED TO MAKE- ANY FURTHER 
CONCRETE RECOMMENDATIONS TO THIS END. HE SAID HE WOULD KEEP IN 
CLOSE TOUCH WITH ME AND ADVISE ME OF ANY DEVELOPMENTS. 

AS A MATTER OF INCIDENTAL INTELLIGENCE IN THIS GENERAL AREA, HE TOL 
ME THAT WHEN FM- PETER OF HUNGARY* WAS AT THE UN. PETER HAD TOLD SYG 
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that THF.Y WERE EXPECTING a VISIT FROM THE NORTH VIETNAMESE FM IN 
Budapest in early December, syg said that he Had since deen 

ADVISED DY THE HUNGARIANS -- PRESUMABLY THE HUNGARIAN UN REP -- THAT 
THE NORTH VIETNAMESE FM FOUND IT IMPOSSIBLE TO MAKE THE VISIT 
BECAUSE OF. URGENT PROBLEMS AT HOME. IN HIS PLACE HANOI DISPATCHED 
THE SYG OF THE COMMUNIST PARTY WHO VISITED BUDAPEST EARLY LAST 
MONTH* and WHO Has SINCE RETURNED TO HANOI. HUNGARIANS REPORTED THAT 
SYG OF COMMUNIST PARTY TOOK A VERY HARD LINE ABOUT SETTLEMENT OF 
VIETNAMESE CONFLICT — A HARDER LINE THAN THEY BELIEVE WOULD HAVE 
DEEN TAKEN BY NORTH VIETNAMESE FM. OF POSSIBLE • INTEREST TO US IN 
THIS CONNECTION WAS THE OBSERVATION OF SYG OF COMMUNIST PARTY THAT II 
WAS BY NO MEANS CERTAIN THAT THE NLF WO

THAT WE HAD TALKED ABOUT MANY SUBJECTS* OF UN CONCERN INCLUDING 
VIETNAM. 
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
